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Regarding claims 1 and 6, applicant asserts that the combined invention of Chaudhuri and Tancevski fails to disclose scheduling circuitry 
for a data burst. Examiner disagrees. A burst is a data block with a data portion and a header portion. Tancevski discloses scheduling 
circuitry for a data burst (see col. 7, lines 22-25). Applicant also asserts that the combined invention of Chaudhuri and Tancevski fails to 
disclose scheduling data based on group identifiers (GID) that are dynamically assigned to data channels and data bursts. The claim fails 
to convey scheduling data "based" on GIDs. Rather.the scheduling circuitry finds an available time on a channel, which is "associated" 
with a GID. The combination of Chaudhuri and Tancevski is deemed proper because the technique of assigning GIDs to channels is well 
known, as disclosed by Chaudhuri, and it would have been obvious to incorporate these teachings into Tancevski, as stated in the Office 
Action. 



Regarding claim 11, applicant argues that Ofek fails to disclose an associative process for storing scheduling information. However, in 
column 1 5, lines 1 3-1 7, Ofek teaches a CPU for "storing messages, paramaters and responses, a ROM for storing a switch scheduler 
processing program." 
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
